B00 MEXIGANS 10 
REPLACE ITALIANS 


On orders of the U. S. army, 
the Italian prisoners at the for- 
mer Cucamonga CCC camp will 
be moved out Monday morning 
and established at some military 
installation. 

In their place will come 500 na- 
tionals direct from Mexico and 
the new workers will carry on the 
citrus harvest, according to an | 
announcement today by Ted Mac- 
Laren, manager of the Southern 
California Farmers’ association, 
which sponsors the:camp.” 

One hundred and twelve Mexi- 
can nationals* will arrive today; 
but they will be housed at Camp 
Ayres, Chino, until the Italian 
war prisoners are moved. Three | 
hundred and eighty-eight Mexi- 
cans will come early next week 
and will be taken direct to the 
local camp with the 138 then be- 
ing transferred from Chine. 

Through what was termed “ex- 
cellent cooperation of Albert Sal- 
ter, county farm advisor, and the 
war food administration,” the 
camp administrators were given 
time to arrange for the Mexicans’ 
arrival prior to the Italians’ de- 
parture. Mr. MacLaren explain- 
ed that if the delay had not been 
granted, citrus growers would 
have been without the services of 
the citrus pickers for several 
days. 

The Mexicans will be assigned 
to various citrus associations for 
work in harvesting the 1944 or- 
ange crop.
